GROM: LET US HOPE. 

HAK: THAT'S OUR INTENT. 

VALERIANI: BUT THIS MEETING IS NOT AS CRITICAL AS IT 
MIGHT HAVE BEEN SINCE PRES FORD AND SOV LEADER BREZ WILL 

THEMSELVES HAVE A CHANCE TO BREAK THE DEADLOCK IN THE 
ARMS TALKS WHEN THEY SEE EACH OTHER IN HELSINKI. THE 
HAK-GROM AGENDA INCLUDED A NUMBER OF OTHER ISSUES 
INCLUDING THE ME, BUT HAK HAS DECLINED TO COMMENT

AND CONSUMERS. FROM PARIS HE FLEW TO GENEVA FOR TWO 
DAYS OF MEETINGS WITH GROM. THE MAJOR ISSUE ON THEIR 
AGENDA IS A STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATION TREATY. 

KALB: GROM ARRIVED FIRST MAKING NO SECRET OF THE FACT 
THAT HIS GOVERNMENT WANTS A EUR SECURITY CONFERENCE & A 
FORD-BREZ SUMMIT MEETING. HAK, WHO USED TO BE SKEPTICAL 
ABOUT SUMMITRY, IS NOW DRIFTING TOWARDS AGREEING IF 
THE RUSSIANS EASE THEIR TOUGH AND BEWILDERING STANCE ON 
THE STRATEGIC ARMS NEGOTIATION, WHICH IS NOW DEADLOCKED.
